Mr. Morgan read a paper or petition setting 
forth that the labor forces of the city rendered 
Valuable aid in the movement that secured the 
location of the Fair in Chicago, and that they 
subscribed $250,000 to the stock and cheerfully 
voted for the amendment to the State Consti- 
tution which enabled the City Council to make 
the $5,000,000 appropriation.

Mr. Morgan said it was because the direct- 
ory might let contracts at any day, and he 
added that he would be well satisfied with the 
resolution of Ald. Goldzier. 

_Goldzier’s Resolution Passed. 
That practically settled the question, and 
after some further discussion Ald. Conway 
withdrew his ordinance and the Goldzier reso- 
lution was passed unanimously, for which the 
labor organizations ot Chicago, in the person 
of Tommy Morgan, returned thanks to the 
Council. 

Ald. Cullerton presented an order providing 
that the tearing down of the Exposition Build- 
ing be deferred for ten months from Feb. 9, 
1891. Ald. Gahan suggested that the order be 
referred to the Committee on Wharves and 
Public Grounds. He said he believed that an 
arrangement might be made with the Exposi- 
tion directors by which the control of the 
building might rest in the city. Cullerton ac- 
cepted Gahan’s suggestion, and the Exposition 
building is thus saved from demolition for the 
present. The Cullerton order was referred to 
Gahan’s committee. 

Corporation Counsel Miller sent a draft of 
& proposed contract between the county and 
city for the erection of a morgue on the Coun- 
ty Hospital grounds at a cost not to exceed 
$30,000, of which the city is to pay $10,000 in 
consideration of being allowed to use the 
morgue. It was referred to the Committee 
on Health and County Relations. 

The Council adjourned at 11 o’clock.

After the Joint Labor committee won its 
victory last night in the City Council it met 
at Carpenters’ headquarters. A telegram was 
sent to J. G. Ogden, representative at Spring- 
field, advising him of the action of the Coun- 
cil and asking him to place it before both 
Houses of the Legislature. 

Communications were sent to the World’s 
Fair directors asking them in view of the 
action of the Council to reopen negotiations 
as.to the minimum rate of wages. The labor- 
-ites appointed John McCune to visit the 
Builders’ and Traders’ Exchange to ask the 
members to appoint a committee to join then 
in their next visit to the World’s Fair di- 
rectors. 


GROVER RECALLS A MAN WHO HAD A JOB 


He Did a Great Deal of Hard Work and 
Was Much Perplexed and Troubled. 
Burrato, N. T., May 11.—The German 

Young Men’s Association of Buffalo celebrat- 

ed its fiftieth anniversary tonight in Music 

Hall. The principal event of the festival was 

the speech of ex-President Cleveland. It was 

his first public appearance here in almost 
eight years. He received an ovation when he 
appeared on the platform and the enthusiasm 
of the great audience was plainly pleasing to 

Mr. Cleveland. After the anniversary exer- 

cises a complimentary dinner was given in 

honor of ex-President Cleveland at the Hotel 

Iroquois by his personal and political friends 

in Buffalo. 

In his reply to the toastmaker’s welcome 

Mr. Cleveland referred to Buffalo’s first 

— Joseph Elliott, who held office in 1832, 

and said that after all he could scarcely speak 

as an old resident of Buffalo, for he did not 
remember Elliott. Continuing he said: 

I recall distinctly, however, the celebration of 
the city’s semi-centennial fifty years afterwards, 
and I was very well acquainted with the man who 
was Mayor at that time. I believe he dabbled a 
little afterwards in State and National politics. 
At any rate, I know he had a job for four years in 
government employ, and then, like many others 
in public position, when there came a change of 
administration he lost his place. 

He was accused, I am told, of talking too much 
about the tariff, and was charged with attempt- 
ing to ruin the country in sundry and divers ways. 
In point of fact, however, I am convinced that 
notwithstanding all we hear of civil-service re- 
form he was discharged for purely partisan rea- 
sons, and because some one else wanted his place. 

He did a great deal of hard work and was much 
perplexed and troubled, but I know that his 
greatest frial was his alienation of many person- 
al and political friends in making appointments 
to offices. It was impossible to avoid this 
and it will continue to be impossible 
in all cases so long as the apvlicant for office and 
the man who is charged with the responsibility of 
appointment occupy sach entirely different points 
of observation, and just so long as public duty 
may sometimes stand in the way of personal 
trigntishtp. ’ 

TWO COMMISSION HOUSES BURNED. 


A $20,000 Fire on Dearborn Street—Fire- 
man James Cunningham Injured. 
Fire broke out in the four-story building at 
Nos. 7 and 9 Dearborn street at 11:30 o’clock 
last night. It had a good start, but the 
prompt work of the Fire Department confined 
the fire to the two upper floors and it was 
drowned out pretty effectually in a short time. 
There was considerable damage by water. 
Shortly after the fire broke out James Cun- 
ningham of truck No. 4 was on a ladder op- 
posite the third story, holding a lead of pipe 
playing on the flames. They suddenly burst 
forth from the windows and blinded him. He 
started down the ladder but being over- 
powered by the heat and smoke fell part of 
the way. He was picked up unconscious 
but soon i his senses. He 
had a bad cut on top of the head, and it is 
feared Lad inhaled flames. The occupants of 
the building were Goldsmith & Co., cheese 
commission men, and H. P. Moran & Co., also 
a commission firm. Their loss will be about 
$5,000 each. 
The loss on the building was $10,000,

Dr. Briggs met with his first distinct defe at 
in this preliminary skirmish of the battle, 
which this test vote constituted. According 
to this indication, therefore, he and his friends 
are in a minority in this presbytery and he 
may confidently expect a trial for heresy, 
and likely a condemnation. Still the majority 
i8 SO small, being only nine votes in a total of 
128, and the minority is so determined that all 
the predictions of a long, hard-fought, and 
widely extended conflict seem likelier than 
ever to be realized. 

The presbytery did not get to the considera- 
tion of the reports of the committee appoint- 
ed to consider Dr. Briggs’ utterances, because 
all the time in today’s session was taken up 
by sharp and sometimes acrimonious debates 
on other matters, The reports will be the 
first business tomorrow. Then the real issue 
will be.clearly drawn. 

Dr. Hastings’ Rejected Resolution. 

Routine business was taken up, and then 
Dr. Hastings arose and begged to offer the 
following resolution : 

Wauerzas, The constitution of the Presbyterian 
Church declares that original jurisdietion in re 
lation to ministers pertains to the presbytery,” 
and that “ the judiciary to which a church mem- 
ber or a minister belongs shall have sole jurisdic 
tion for the trial of offenses, whenever or wher 
ever committed by him; and 

WuHeEsreas, Condemnation without trial is con- 
trary to all law, civil and ecclesiastical; and 

Wuereas, The presbytery of Chester, in ges- 
sion at Downing Town, Pa., April 14, 1891, adopted 
an overture to the General Assembly condemning 
the Rev. Prof. Charles A. Briggs, D. D., a mem- 
ber of this presbytery, as follows: 

“Wuereas, The Directors of Union Theological 
Seminary in the City of New Yor k have estab 
lished a new professorship to be known as the Ed- 
ward Robinson Professorship of Biblical Theol- 
ogy, and have transferred Prof. Charles A. Briggs, 
D. D., from the Chair of Hebrew and installed 
him as Professor of Biblical Theology ; and 

“ Wrereas, It sppears from the inaugural ad- 
dress of Dr. Briggs and from his book entitled 
‘Whither’ and from various articles that he has 
written and published that his views in relation 
to the scriptures, and upon other views of vital 
importance, are, in the judgment of the presby- 
tery, not in accordance with the Confession of 
Faith and the catechism of our faith; and. 

* WHEREAS, The peace and 9 


to our candidates for the ministry found 
our theological seminaries; therefore 

“* Resolved, That this Presbytery of Chester, 
convened at Downing Town, Pa., April 14, 1891, 
does hereby overture the General Assembly to 
refuse to confirm the aforesaid appointment of 
Prof. Briggs to tne chair of Biblical Theology.” 

Therefore, in view of the overture of the Pres- 
bytery of Ohester, 

Resolved, That the Presbytery of New York 
hereby overtures the General Assembly to pro- 
nounce that the Presbytery of Chester: 

1. Violated constitutional rights of Prof. Briggs 
in that it has given judgment that his views are 
not in accordance with the Confession of Faith 
while he is a member of this presbytery in good 
standing; and 

2. Has violated the constitutional rights of the 
Presbytery of New York, which has sole jurisdic- 
tion over Prof. Briggs. 

Wuereas, This presbytery has learned that 
other presbyteries. beside the one of which we 
complain have sent up overtures to the assembly 
of a similar character to that herein cited, the 
Presbytery of New York respectfully over- 
tures the General Assembly to protect our 
rights under the constitution by returning to 
the presbyteries sending them any overtures 
pronouncing judgment upon Prof. Briggs or in 
any way reflecting upon his ministerial character, 
informing such presbyteries that they have over- 
reached upon the authority of the Presbytery of 
New York and have acted in violation of the con- 
stitution of our church. 

A general discussion ensued, in the 
midst of which Dr. Robinson offered an 
amendment to the resolution that all the 
words following after to protect our rights 
under the constitution be stricken out. The 
motion was carried. 

The resolution was then taken up and many 
little technical objections made by Dr. Robin- 
son, who was answered pretty thoroughly by 
a few trenchant words from Dr. Briggs. 
When the vote was taken a division showed an 
even number for and against. Thereupon the 
roll was called and the resolution was rejected 
by a vote of 66 against 57. 

Dr. Briggs States His Position. 


Prof. Briggs then arose, and, after remark- 
ing that he had taken the first opportunity to 
state his position and protest against the ap- 
pointment of the committee, read the follow- 
ing protest: 

Whereas, The presbytery of New York at its 
meeting in April last appointed a committee to 
cousider my inaugural address in its relations to 
the confession of faith, I do hereby protest 
against such action as unconstitutional, as a vio- 
lation of the usages of the denomination, and is 
a breach of justice and sound discipline for the 
following reasons: 

1. No previous intimation was given either by 
the mover or any of the supporters of the mo- 
tion of their intention to take such action 
against me, and 1 had vo opportunity of 
considering the matter and of advising 
with my friends how to meet the motion. This is 
in contravention of the usage of Presbyterians 
that before any action is taken against any min- 
ister he should be consulted and warned in order 
that, if possible, action might be rendered unnec- 

2. The committee was appointed in my absence, 
when detained at home by ill health, without my 
knowledge and consent. and when, therefore, my 
fridnds could not determine my views of the mo-

Prof. Briggs then spoke impromptu and 
said that the committee was illegal. He said 
he was prepared to name individuals 
who have rashly, censeriously, and maliciously 
instituted these charges against him. Here 
he was called to a point of order, and allowed 
to continue his protest “within relevant 
bounds.” 

He said he had asked members of the 
presbytery again and again t@ charge him with 
heresy. He said he wanted it as quick as he 
could get ite He wanted judication of 
the presbytery upon the q on. Then let it 
go to the General Assembly. What he com- 
plained about was that he had received no 
official intimation of the committee’s appoint- 
ment. f 

Then Dr. Birch rose to a question of privi- 
lege. His right to speak was questioned 
again and again, but he kept the floor and 
finally was accorded a hearing. He said 
that he had personally notified Dr. 
Briggs of the meeting of the commit- 
tee and had invited him to be pres- 
ent to explain matters and avoid prosecution. 
He said that Dr. Briggs had replied declining 
to attend for two reasoens—first, ill-health; 
second, because the committee was not a legal 
one. Dr. Broch was going to continue when 
he was interrupted, Finally the presbytery 
accorded Dr. Birch and Dr. Briggs five minutes 
each to speak. ; 

Mr. Birch continued by d&ying that when 
he complained against seven young men who 
were about to be licensed on the ground 
of imerrancy, Mr. Said to 
him: “Try me, sir; Leh the person.”

ROASTED TO DEATH IM FOREST FIRES 


A Dozen or More Men Lose Their Lives in 
: Pennsylyania, = 2 

.., Couperspost, Pa., May 11.+-Tonight the 

pretty little lumber and farming towns of Aus- 

tin, Contello/ Galeton. and Moore’s Mun, in Pot-. 

ter 


from fires that seem to form an impenetrable 
wall on every side. 

At Moore’s Run, on the pretty Sinnemahon- 
ing road, a train-load of seventy-five men, sent 
out from Austin Sunday night, had been 


fighting back the fire by every conceivable ; 


means. They made trenches, piled up earth, 
and lighted back fires, but were finally obliged 
to retreat. The men hastily boarded the 
train and started to make a run to an- 
other point, when it was found they 
were hemmed in by the forest fires on one 
side and a huge skidway of logs on the other. 
It was finally decided to dash past the burning 
skidway and the engineer and fireman, with 
faces covered with dampened cloths and their 
hands and arms wrapped in wool, mounted 
the little engine and pulled out through the 
wall of fire. The seventy-five exhausted men 
gathered in groups on the flats for protection 
or lay on their faces on the floor. As the 
blazing furnace of logs was approached the 
heat became unbearable and the smoke so 
blinding and stifling the men were obliged to 
cover their mouths with cloths. 

Just opposite the millions of feet of burning 
logs, where the heat and smoke and flames 
were the greatest, a terrible thing occurred. 
The engineer had forgotten that such great 
heat would surely spread the rails, and he 
pulled the throttle wider in the hope of 
sooner escaping from atorment of heat and 
smoke. Then there was a lurch, an ominous 
heaving, and a shriek of despair as the train 
toppled over in the tire beneath. The cars 
caught fire like so many paper playthings, and 
the men within, half blinded and scarcely re- 
alizing anything, except that they were being 
slowly roasted to death, struggled fearfully to 
regain the track, where safety lay, for a time 
at least. Those uninjured from the fali and 
only smarting from the pain of intense heat, 
bravely turned their burned hands to aid their 
more unfortunate fellows. 

At this hour it is impossible to secure de- 
tails, although enough is known of the scene 
that followed the hurling of the struggling 
mass of men into the furnace of flames to 
say its like had never occurred before. 
Supt. Badger, superintendent of the Sinne- 
mahoning Valley Railroad, was in charge of 
the relief train. When the train ditched and 
rolled over so suddenly he must have been 
injured so as to be unable to help himself, and 
owing to the smoke and panic he was not 
found until too tate—jammed in the wreck. 
He had evidently slowly burned to death. 

It is known that six others also miserably 
perished at once or died soon afterward and 
thirty others of the party were badly burned, 
many probably fatally. 

Seven others of the party are missing and 
their fate is unknown, though they are likely 
in the charred wood of the logs or train. 

Owing to the great devastation done to ev- 
erything in the path of the fire communication 
is badly interrupted and itis impossible to 
learn the names of the men burned or those 
still missing. 

As to the damage, it is known 40,000,900 feet 
of hemlock logs and timber and 26,000 cords 
of valuable bark have already been destroyed, 
and the fires are raging without any apprecia- 
ble diminution.

It was at first doubted 
that one of the most powerful of the Chilean 
warships should go so far from the Chilean 
coast at this juncture, but it 1s now definitely 
known that the Esmeralda is now in port at 
Acapulco on the Mexican coast, which fact 
the Navy Department at Washington was 
probably fully advised of when the orders 
were issued to the Charleston. The effort to 
keep the destination of the Charleston secret, 
therefore, was natural, as representatives of 
the Chilean insurgents would be prompt to 
advise the Esmeralda of the intention of the 
American Government to seize the Itata, and 
it is now deemed probable that the Esmeralda 
will cruise north toward San Lucas in the 
hope of meeting the Itata before the Charles- 
ton can arrive, and to protect the cargo and 
crew from seizure if possible. 

Apart from other considerations it is now 
known that on board the Itata are the com 
mander of the Esmeralda and a large portion 
of its crew, and presumably a portion of the 
Esmeralda’s secondary battery. There is 
therefors a strong incentive on the part of the 
Chilean warship to meet the Itata and prevent 
its being conveyed back to an American port. 

The fact that there appears now a strong 
likelihood of the meeting of two evenly 
matched warships under conditions that will 
require fine management to prevent a fight is 
thoroughly recognized by naval men on this 
coast. The orders to Capt. Remy of the 
Charleston are well authenticated to be bind- 
ing in the matter of the recapture ot the Itata, 
if sighted, and on the part of the Esmeralda it 
‘is believed probable it will fight if it can reach 
the scene in time. 

Armament of the Two Vessels. 


The Charleston and Esmeralda are sister 
ships as to general plan and possess nearly the 
same armament. The Esmeralda, however, 
has two pivot guns of ten-inch caliber, with 
a weight of twenty-five tons each, while the 
Charleston has two eight-inch rifles, fore and 
aft, weighing twelve and a half tons. This is 
regarded by some critics as outmatching the 
Charleston in case of a fight, but apart from 
these guns the armaments of the two ships are 
practically the same. The Charleston is the 
swiftest, and, while never in action, hasa 
splendid crew and a fighting commander. 

The Charleston left San Pedro shortly after 
5 o'clock this morning and was sighted at 11 
o’clock ten miles out off Point Lorne, having 
made the ninety-mile run in six hours, or at a 
fifteen-knot gait. There were additional or- 
ders awaiting it at San Diego, but it kept on 
its southward course without stopping. There 
are no telegraph stations south of Ensenada, 
just south of the boundary line in Lower Cali- 
fornia, so that, save such meager information 
as may be brought North by one of the Pana- 
ma or coast steamers, nothing further is likely 
to be heard from it or the Itata until the 
Charleston returns or is heard from at some 
of 
fore Thursday or Friday next, 
vers as to the legal status in case the Charies- 
ton should overtake or sink the Itata. The 
views expressed are that, while the Itata flies 
the Chilean flag, according to all advices re- 
ceived it is not representative of any con- 
stituted authority. Balmaceda is still head 
of the Chilean Government and he alone is 
recognized by foreign governments. The 
Itata was a government vessel, but was seized 
by the insurgents and is being used against 
the recognized government. Therefore the 
insurgen‘s have no standing under the present 
legal status of the case. In case the Esme- 
ralda interfercs to prevent the capture of the 
Itata itcan only be considered in the same 
category as the Itata. 

Collector Phelps said this afternoon con- 
cerning the case of the schooner Robert and 
Minnie that he supposed condemnation pro- 
ceedings would be brought against it. Its of- 
fense appears to be that it carried arms know- 
ingly to aid insurgents against the recognized 
government of a friendly power. The case is 
not like that of the Alabama at all. The 
sehooner did not load with arms with the 
knowledge of the United States Government. 
The arms were loaded here, but the. police 
wete led to believe that the schooner was 
going up to Humboldt. and such was given 
out as its destination. The efforts made by 
the government to overtake the Itata and ‘its 
cargo of arms show that the government is 
neutral in the Chilean troubles. 

Collector Phelps also thought it would be 
difficult to trace any responsibility in the case 
of the Itata back to the American manufac- 
turer of the arms at Ilion, N. I., from which 
point the cargo of the Robert and Minnie was 
shipped. It would be difficult to show the 
manufacturers knew who would receive the 
goods or for what purpose they, were to be 


Watching the Montserrat Loading. 

It is given out today that the loading of the 
steamer Montserrat at this port for Chile will 
be surrounded with the greatest possible vig- 
ilance. This vessel has been chartered by W. 
R. Grace & Co. to carry an exclusive grain 
cargo to Chile. It has also been said that the 
Chilean Government has employed detectives 
and that customs officers will closely watch 
the process of loading. In addition to these 
precautions it has been arranged to have the 
wharf where it will load illuminated by night 
by electric lights, The United States Govern- 
ment and Chilean Government are alike inter- 
ested in preventing the possibility of a repeti- 
tion of the Robert and Minnie episode on either 
a larger or smaller scale, Not only arms but 
also explosives will be watched for. The 
Montserrat finished discharging today and 
may begin to load tomorrow for Chile. 

The German flagship Leipzig and cruisers 
Alexandrine and Sophie, under the command 
of Rear-Admiral Valois, left Yokohama, 
Japan, May 3, for this port. They will take 
in coal here and then sail for Chile.

WHIPPED A CHILEAN ORUISER. 


Insurgents Force a Government Vessel to 
Seek Refuge at Callao, Peru. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 11.—[Special. ]— 
An important cablegram in regard to the 
Chilean situation was received at the State 
Department this afternoon. It was from 
Consul Daugherty at Callao, Peru, and related 
to a battle which had been fought in that 
neighborhood. The Consul cabled that a 
Chilean man-of-war had been worsted by an 
insurgent cruiser and had come into Callao 
for repairs. He further stated that the Peru- 
vian authorities had refused to allow the man- 
of-war to make the repairs and fit out again. 
The Consui does not give the name of the ship, 
but it was probably one of the larger cruisers 
of which the Balmaceda Government kept 
control. 

As Callao is several hundred miles north of 
Iquique, the insurgents’ headquarters, the in- 
ference is that the civil war is far from ended 
ani that the insurgents equal the government 
in naval strength. The action of the Peruvian 
authorities would indicate that they are not 
friendly to the Balmaceda Government and 
probably recognize it simply on a level with 
the insurgent as a belligerent power. 


OFFICIALS REFUSE TO TALE, 


Secretive Policy of the Navy Department 
Comment at Washington. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 11.—Secretary 
Tracey this afternoon sent out word from his 
office that he had nothing to say about the 
Chilean vessel Itata, or the Charleston, and 
Commodore Ramsey, the Chief of the Navi- 
gation Bureau, said that he was not at liberty 
to say anything whatever on the subject. 

The government appears to be making ex- 
traordinary efforts to recapture the Itata, for 
in addition to cabling Admirals Brown and 
McCann to head off the runaway before it 
reached Chilean waters it is understood that 
instructions have been sent to United States 
Consular officers at all points between Cali- 
fornia and Chile where the Itata could reach 
to promptly advise the naval officers of her 
movements if she is sighted. 

In strange contrast to this exhibition of zeal 
is the course of the Charleston, which is in 
chase of the runaway. This vessel sailed 
from San Francisco early Saturday morning 
bound south. It is an eighteen -knot vessel 
and last night she should have been 650 miles 
down the coast. But instead of covering this 
distance the Charleston gut out half way 
and then went to anchor over night. 
Such officers as have an op- 
inion that they feel free to express say that 

the Charleston’s movements can be explained 
in two ways: Either the department believes 
that the Itata is lying somewhere off the coast 
of California or it has no intention of seizing 
the vessel unless its presence is made un- 
pleasantly noticeable within easy reach.

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CAUSE OF OUR GOLD EXPORTS. 
The news from New York is to the effect 
that the most astute financiers there are unable 


week were $32,300,000, which has not been 
equaled for the same time Since 1884, and ap- 
parently the foreigners are willmg to pay a 
premium for more of it, ana a higher premium 
than they have ever paid before. 

The point of greatest interest would be to 
know with what thé foreigners are paying for 
all this gold. They are not borrowing it, or 
there would be some talk of the nature of the 
security offered for its return and statements 
that the movement has no more real signifi- 
cance than had the temporary loan of gold by 
France to England on thie edge of last winter. 
It is not being paid for with silver. So, in the 
absence of information to the contrary, we are 
forced to the conclusion that the gold is beg 
taken in payment of indebtedness of some 
kind, in which case it is the Winding up of a 


It may be worth While to look for a possible 
cause in the merchandise movement. Our im- 
ports for March were valued at 77, 616, 151 and 
for the nine months endmg with March at: 
$618,166,840. These amounts are greater by 
$10,500,000 and $56,000,000 respectively than 
those for the corresponding times one year 
previously. The value of exports of domestic 
merchandise were forthe month $74,433,074, 
and for the nme months 8689, 646, 508, being 
gains of only $2,660,000 and $15,200,000 over the 
amounts for one year previously. That is, 
without counting the changes in duties, the 
balance of trade is against us fully $50,000,000 
more an the business of nine months and 
nearly $8,000,000 on that of March alone than 
for one year before. Possibly a lit- 
tle more of the imports may have 
been of goods to be exported to other 
countries, but payment for them will have 
to be made before it is collected in the ordi- 
mary course of trade, so that this unknown 
factor isnot of much consequence in the 
inquiry why the outgo of money should so 
largely exceed the normal volume. For the 
nine months’ term the deficiency in exports of 
breadetuffs amounts to about $22,000,000, this 
bemg a direct consequence of short supply, 
and it is most marked in the case of corn, but 
we have parted with a much smailer quantity 
in proportion to aggregate value, because of the 
difference in prices due to the short crop. In 
provisions a gain in beef, oleomargarine, and 
lard is partly offset by a loss in butter and 
cheese, while the larger quantities of 
cotton, exported only realized $800,000 
more than last year, owing: to the 
lower prices incident to the big crop. On the 
other hand we imported in March some ,- 
000,000 worth more of sugar (to be refined in 
bond), and $1,800,000 more in tobacco, than 
for the same month in 1889. The movement 
has otherwise been in our favor in the im- 
portant respect that the volume of European 
goods imported was larger for the same num- 
ber of dollars, owing to greater cheapness in 
the latter than the earlier term. 

These facts indicate that the outward move- 
ment of gold is simply forthe payment of 
matured indebtedness, and that it is not 
necessary to seek an explanation either in 
foreign fears of war or in the throwing of 
American securities upon our markets by 
European holders. It is a legitimate. trade 
movement as between the merchants and 
bankers of different nations, and probably 
ought not to be regarded as having a political 
aspect, except as the foreigners may be more 
anxious to get the gold due them than they 
would be if prospects in the Old World were 
of a more peaceful cast. Meanwhile the 
nervous ones here may take consolation from 
the assurance by the Director of our mint that 
the stock of gold in the United States is 
larger than a year ago, and the reflection that 
ere long the Europeans will be taking wheat 
and flour from our new crop at a rate that 
will soon turn the tide and send gold back to 
our shores. 


ABE THEY TRYING TO BULLDOZE! 

Some of the walking delegates say they are 
going to ask the Legislature and the City 
Council to make the World’s Fair Directors 
insert in their contracts with contractors a 
clause binding the latter to accept the so- 
called “minimum ’’—really maximum—wage 
scale prescribed by the trades unions. If the 
Legislature and Council have power to do that, 
they also have power to force the insertion of 
a stipulation that the contractors shall bind 
themselves not to pay more than the market 
price for labor. But against that the unions 
would kick.

The Evening Journal prints an editorial 
daily, callmg on the Legislature not to amend 
the Drainage act and praying for the removal 
of the present Trustees, especially Judge 
‘Prendergast...

CHICAGO BOSTON IN CLEARINGS. 

Boston has hitherto been reported to lead 
Chicago in the weekly volume of bank clear- 
ings. The order is now reversed. Chicago 
rises to second place and Boston sinks to the 
third, It 1s true the change only occurred 
last week, but the forguig ahead by this city 
and the falling behind by the one in Massa- 
chusetts have proceeded at such a regular rate 
for the last few weeks that there is no good 
reason for thinking our Jead will not be main- 
tained in the future. The figures telegraphed 
from Boston and published in Tun TUN 
of yesterday give for the clearings of that city 
last week 99 millions and for ours 105 mill- 
ions—within a few dollars in each case—but 
they misplace the percentages. There was an 
actual gain by Chicago of 18 per cent 
from the clearings of a year previous, 
while Boston was a heavy loser. The sum- 
mary published by the Financial Chronicle 
for the first four months of the presen‘ cal- 
endar year shows a decrease for Boston of 6.3 
per cent, while Chicago gained 12.2 per cent. 
It may also be observed that our record is a 
handsome one as compared with the aggre- 
gate of allthe points included in the weekly 


| summary. They show for last week a loss of 


4.9 per cent, or if New York be excluded from 
the count a gain of 1.3 per cent. Some of the 
gains are phenonienal, as, for instance, Gal- 
veston, 339.4, and Indianapolis, 147.8, but their 
totals areso small that they do not much 
affect the result, the aggregate for both the 
cities named being but one dollar in each 
thousand of the grand tetal. 

The preceding comparison with Boston is 
allthe more interesting when considered by 
the side of the fact that for the twelve months 
ending with last April the clearings at Boston 
exceeded those at Chicago by 15 percent. It 
would be easy to ascribe the whole of the gain 
here to the activity dué to preparations for the 
World’s Fair and to inainuate that it can be 
but temporary, lasting only so long as those 
extra preparations continue. But that does 
not explain how and why Boston is actually 
falling behind its own previous record. lt 
does not afford its citizens a ray of hope that 
the decadence is to be followed by an increase, 
as no one will be foolish enough to claim 
that our gain has been at the ex- 
pense of a> loss to them, other than 
the comparative one. Hence thore ‘is 
no escape from the conclusion that Chicago 
has taken the second place on the list of finan- 
cial centers on this continent as well as in 
population, and may be depended on to keep 
it. We should have been in that rank long 
since but for the artificial conditions pointed 
out in previous issues of Taz TrIBunze—name- 
ly: that Boston has nearly three times as 
many banks as Chicago which are members in 
the clearing-house system of the respective

BRAYTON BUSHEE’S QUEER METHODS. 


Stories Told by Those Who Have Done 
Business with Him, 

During the last five or six years Brayton 
Bushee has carried on an extensive building 
business. Four months ago he failed and his 
business went into the hands of a receiver. 
The peculiar nature of the business he trans- 
acted and the still more peculiar manner in 
which this business was transacted leaves his 
affairs in an involved condition.
